Knocked Out. 


BOOTH’S AMERICAN TOUR.

The considerction of the budget for the 
greater city began in earnest today by the 
Board of Estimate. 
It foreshadowed an 
enormous total, per- 
haps $100,000,000, and 
that the cost of the 
government would 
be immensely increased, instead of being de- 
creased, as expected by the act of consolida- 
tion. For the Mayor's office, the first item 
taken up, there was an increase of from $25,- 
000 to $30,000. Mayor Van Wyck explained 
that he was compelled to have a larger cler- 
ical force, so that all warrants, stocks, and 
bonds which he has to sign should be prop- 
erly entered. 

But the extraordinary increase in patron- 
age caused by the charter began to be seen 
when the figures for the local legislative as- 
sembly were presented. ‘ue only item to 
compare with was the $90,000 allowed the 
Common Gouncil in the budget adopted by 
the Strong administration for 1897. City 
Clerk P. J. Scully asked for $200,000 in round 
figures, made up in this way: Council sal- 
aries, $68,000; Aldermen's salaries, $87,300; 
and the remainder in city and borough 
clerks’ salaries. 

In addition to these salaries, etc., came 
the demands of the borough Presidents for 
their own pay and for staffs of clerks. Every 
division of the new government will have 
branch offices and clerks in the boroughs, as 
well as special clerks in the main office. 

The total for general administration, au- 
diting bureau, collection of taxes, revenues, 
and the like, je estimated at $770;423.75.

RED FLAG: IN PARIS. 


Anarchist Supporters of Drey- 
fus Form a Mob. 


ROUT THE ANTI-SEMITES. 


Several People Are Injured Dur- 
ing Fierce Rioting. 


TROOPS CLEAR THE STREETS. 


Paris, Jan. 17.—Several small anti-Dreyfus 
demonstrations took place this morning in 
various parts of Paris, bug a great anti- 
Dreyfus and anti-Semite meeting tonight 
at the Tivoli Vauxhall produced extraor- 
dinary scenes. The neighborhood was 
paraded by police, mounted and on foot, and 
the rapidly growing crowd increased the 
excitement. At 9 o’clock, on the opening of 
the meeting, the hall was a seething sea of 
humanity, crowding every part, gesticulat- 
ing, shouting A bas Zola,“ Vive la armee,“ 
and “ Vive la revolution sociale.“ The mem- 
bers of the anti-Semite committee displayed 
banners bearing the inscription ‘*‘ Death to 
the Jews and other inscriptions. 

It was soon seen that the 5,000 present 
consisted largely of Anarchists, and of 
others bent on opposing the students. 

On M. Guerin, the President, proposing 
that the Honorary. Presidency be conferred 
upon M. Rochefort and M. Drumont a 
great uproar ensued, the Anarchists try- 
ing to wrench the banners from the antl- 
Semites. Scuffles took place, in which two of 
the officials were injured. 


Dehunciation of the Jews. 

M. Thiebaud delivered an address de- 
nouncing the Jews, and urging the meeting 
to support the government. 

Tumults and_fights for the banners contin- 
ued, with shouting, whistlings, and singing 
of the Marseillalise and the Carmag- 
nole,”” while M° Thiebaud proceeded in a 
violent speech, declaring that the Dreyfus 
scandal was the commencement of a social 
revolution by a band of scoundrels desiring 
to overthrow everything in order to raise a 
traitor.“ 

The scene now became a saturnalia. The 
Anarchists removed the iron staircase giv- 
ing access to the tribune, so that the com- 
mittee was unable to descend. Free fights 
began around the flags. Finally the students 
chased the Anarchists out of the hall. The 
organizers of the meeting then seized. the 
flags decorating the hall and arranged a 
rendezvous at the Military club, crying 
„Vive l’armee.” 

The hall partially emptied, but soon the 
Anarchists returned, and, breaking open the 
great doors, began further fighting. It is 
alleged that several were injured. Finally 
the students were vanquished and the An- 
archists became masters of the situation. 
The meeting broke up, and the Anarchists 
replaced the ladder and invaded the tribune,

Rioting in the Streets. 

The interest was now transferred to the 
streets, where the police had been rein- 
forced by the Republican guards. 

At 10 o’clock this evening large bodies of 

students, flourishing the tri-color and shout- 
ing Vie Armee,“ proceeded in the di- 
rection of the Military club in the Avenue de 
opera. The troops cleared the Place de 
la Republique and ‘charged the bodies of 
students. A large force is protecting the 
Military club. 

Several were arrested. The demonstrators 
then proceeded, shouting “*‘ Conspuez Zola,“ 
to the offices of the Temps, the Aurore, and 
the Libre Parole, but the police again dis- 
persed them. Near midnight 500 students, 
Jed by M. Millevoye, reassembled at the Mili- 
tary club, but they met with the same fate. 
In the mélée some were wounded and others 
arrested. Ultimately M. Millevoye obtained 
permission of the police to march before the 
club crying “ Vive FArmee.“ 

By midnight those who had been arrested 
were released and quiet had been restored 
in the Place de Opera. There were only 
trifling manifestations elsewhere. At this 
hour (midnight), M. Blanc, the prefect of 
police, has just personally taken the direc- 
tion of the men who were protecting the 
Military club through fear of further 
‘trouble. 

Telegrams from numerous provincial 
towns report student manifestations and 
at Marseilles the windows of Jewish shops 
were broken. At Nantes there have been 
some attacks on shops and the synagogue. 
The crowd rescued those who were arrested. 


Detectives Guard the Rothschilds. 

The events of the last few days are begin- 
ning to produce a feeling of panic in Jewish 
circles. Both the business and private 
houses of the Rothschilds and other wealthy 
Jews are guarded by special detectives and 
gendarmes for fear the Drumont crusade 
may produce a sudden popular outbreak.

San Francisco, Cal., Jan. 17.—The steam- 
ship Peru; which arrived last night from 
Yokohama and Hongkong via Honolulu, 
made a slow trip and did not bring much 
Oriental news.

AMBASSADOR WHITE SNUBBED. 


Complains That He Is Not Properly 
Treated, and the Emperor Comes 
to His Relief. 


[SPECIAL CABLE.] 
Berlin, Jan. 17.—[Copyright, 1898, by the 
St. Louis Globe-Democrat.]—Owing to the 
fact that the American Ambassador does 
not possess the same advantage as his eol- 
leagues, of being able to recommend people 
for orders and decorations, which are so 
much sought after here, his mission has 
never been accorded the same degree of 
deference and courtesy on the part of the 
dignitaries and members of the imperial 
court as other embassies, this condition of 
affairs being intensified by the circumstance 
that in consequence of his receiving less 
than half the salary and allowances that 
are accorded to the Ambassadors of other 
powers, the United States Envoy is debarred 
from entertaining on the same lavish scale 
as the heads of other missions. 

This condition of affairs finally reached 
such a pass that Ambassador White pri- 
vately intimated to the authorities here 
that while he might be able to overlook, as 
a private citizen, the slights and lack of 
courtesy and of attention to which he was 
subjected by official personages and people 
belonging to the court, he could not but 
resent them in his capacity as a representa- 
tive of the United States. 

This was brought to the notice of the Em- 
peror, who, prompted no doubt by the re- 
membrance that even the semi-official press 
here has of late been singularly unfriendly 
towards America in connection with the 
tariff, Samoa, Hawaii, and Hayti, which 
may possibly have encouraged people here 
in their attitude, has caused the grand 
master of the imperial court, Count Eulen- 
burg, to issue the following sharp and 
peremptory notification in the Imperial 
Gazette: 

All gentlemen belonging to the court, as 
well as all those who have been presented 
at the latter, and all ladies either be- 
longing to the court or who have enjoyed 
the honor ot presentation are hereby re- 
minded of the imperial prescriptions with 
regard to the etiquette to be observed to 
foreign Ambassadors and to their wives as 
soon as they have been presented to 
their imperial and royal Majesties, and to 
the royal Princes and Princesses. Gentle- 
men and ladies are especially instructed that 
it is their duty to pay the first visit to Am- 
bassadors and Ambassadresses.

REFUSES TO HELP INVESTIGATE 


Citizens’ Association Declines Merit 
Board’s Invitation — Other 
Bodies Accept. 


The Citizens’ association yesterday refused 
to take part in the investigation which the 
Civil Service commission had asked it and 
the Civic federation, the Municipal Voters’ 
league, and the Civil Service Reform league 
to make of its official acts. Incidentally came 
outythe fact, hitherto kept a secret, that the 
association has had a committee of its own 
at work for several weeks going over the 
doings of the commission with the intention 
of making its findings public when its task 
is completed. It is understood the report 
‘of this committee will be anything but com- 
‘plimentary. 


The Municipal Voters’ league and the Civic 


federation have accepted the invitation of 
the commission. The Civil Service Reform 
league already had a subcommittee appoint- 
ed when the invitation was received. 

The letter of the Citizens’ association de- 
clit ng the invitation reads as follows: 

To Adolf Kraus, Dudley Winston, and 
pstead Washburne—Dear Sirs: The 
Citizens’ association begs to acknowledge 
rec@ipt of your letter of Jan. 18, embodying 
a copy of a resolution pertaining to the ad- 
ministration of the civil service law and the 
ere of a committee on investiga- 

on. 

The association has at present a com- 
mittee charged with the duty of investigat- 
ing the working of the civil service act and 
regrets that the pressure of its regular work 
prevents its undertaking more at the present 
time. It is therefore unable to comply with 
the request to appoint members of an exam- 
ining committee. Very respectfully yours,

It will be noticed the letter is addressed 
to Messrs. Kraus, Winston, and Washburne 
as private citizens and not as Civil Service 
Commissioners. This, it was explained, 
was because the association holds the old 
commissioners were unlawfully deposed and 
the incumbents have no legal title to their 
office. 

“Commissioner Winston said: ‘ The first 
the Civil Service commission knew of this 
Citizens’ association committee was from its 
letter declining to serve on the committee.

WELCOME TO A PRISON CELL. 


Boston, Mass., Jan. 17.—[{Special.]—A large 
tract of land on Cushing Hill, Hull, has been 
sold by Charles Howard Smith to the United 
States government on private terms. The 
total area is 347,748 square feet. The acquir- 
ing of this piece of land is of a good deal of 
importance to the national government, as 
it is a position of great strategic strength in 
the defense of the harbor. If this place were 
left unfortified it would be possible for a 
hostile fleet to lie behind Telegraph Hill and 
without much difficulty land batteries which 
would silence the guns of Fort Warren. 
What might even prove worse, it would be 
possible for a hostile fleet, by taking shelter 
behind the hill, to almost completely screen 
itself from the fire of the fort, while as the 
fort itself would be a fixed spot its range 
could be easily ascertained, so that shells 
could be dropped into it, while with heavy 
enough metal the city could be shelled prac- 
tically from cover. With a battery of heavy 
guns mounted on Cushing Hill this danger 
will be entirely removed, and a hostile fleet 
will be unable to approach within four or five 
miles of Boston Light without being sub- 
jected to a heavy plunging fire. 

Today the paper mills of New England 
which go into the paper trust are turned over 
to the International Paper company, under 
the terms of the agreement made at the 
meeting in New York last Saturday. There 
will be no change in opération for the next 
year, however, the former officers of the 
mills becoming the resident managers.

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FIRST NIGHT OF THE DAMROSCH 
GRAND OPERA SEASON.

Wealth, Fashion, and Beauty of New | 
York Crowd the Boxes at the Pres- 
entation of La Traviata "—Melba 
im Fine Voice and Her Work De- 
scribed as Brilliantly Buoyant— 
Good Words for Her support 
Chorus Work Conventionally Bad.

New York, Jan. 17.—A happy combina- 
tion of weather, fashion, and artistic on- 
thusiasm made the opening of the season of 
French, Italian, and German opera at the 
Metropolitan Opera-House tonight in New 
York City a tremendous success. The sea- 
son has been a prolific one in concerts, but 
with the advent of the opera music gets its 
first stimulating movement. Mr, Damrosch, 
after a successful six weeks in Philadelphia, 
made a shrewd guess in putting on La 
Traviata’’ for a premier. He knew the 
Wagner lovers would surely troop in when he 
brought to bear the heavy artillery of the 
trilogy, so he shot his arrow at fashion, and 
made a bullseye with Verdi and Melba in 
pleasing proximity. 

There is no reason in the world why the 
sorrowful adventures of Verdi's heroine 
and her sorrowful pulchritude should be 
further exploited on the operatic stage but 
that singers of Melba’s caliber still exist 
to sing the difficult music, and Melba can 
sing it superlatively well. Her first entrance 
gave the big audience a chance to note her 
her loss of flesh. She is much thinner, and it 
is eminently becoming. Her figure is posi- 
tively lithe, and she is agile, where she was 
formerly lethargic, and her nervous sys- 
tem seems nearer the surface. 

Suffering as she has been with a severe 
cold, we were surprised to find her voice 
as clear as it is. Her top tones in forte 
passages are slightly clouded, and, while 
her scales are as smooth, her trill as marvel- 
ous as ever, there was a tendency to flat 
in the more robust parts of the score. 

For instance, when she ran up-stairs at 
the close of act one, her breath failed and her 
tone slid down, and in the duo in act two with 
Germont, she did not hold rigidly to the 
pitch. But these were microscopic blem- 
ishes in a charming performance. Her 
“Ah Fors e Lui ’’ was full of tenderness, and 
vocally was a tour de force. The Sempre 
Übera was brilliantly buoyant, and she 
acted with more plasticity and sincerity 
than usual. The scene with Germont was 
constrained until the close, while the Addis 
in the dying scene was excellent. The entire 
act was played with care, and has evidently 
been thought out. 

Acting was never Melba’s strong point, but 
her decrease in weight and close study are 
new factors in her improvement. She was 
received as an old and trusty friend, and the 
recalls and flowers were so numerous that 
she all but made a speech. 

For the rest the cast was good. Salignac 
was an earnest Alfredo and sang his drink- 
ing song with great spirit. Campanari, with 
his noble voice and musical interpretation of 
Germont, won his share of the applause. 
The cHorus was conventionally bad and was 
clothed in modest voice and ugly garments. 
Bimboli conducted the New York Symphony 
Orchestra with great fire and discretion. He 
is a valuable man. The lobbies were 
thronged during the entire acts by the old 
guard, that turned out to do honor to the 
fading gloriés of old-fashioned Italian opera. 
The Verdi of the Traviata period is no 


longer possible.

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Eighteen Cotton Mills at New 
Bedford Close Down. 


WAGE SCALE REJECTED. 


Pay-Roll of $70,000 a Week Is 
Suspended Indefinitely. 


NINE THOUSAND ARE IDLE, 


New Bedford, Mass., Jan. 17.—[Special. ]— 
It was at New Bedford that all eyes were 
directed this morning and there the shut- 
down was the most complete in the history 
of the cotton mills of New England. Nota 
spindle is turning nor a loom in motion in 
the factories of the cloth corporations. Be- 
tween forty and fifty operatives went into 
the Bristol mill and twenty-five or thirty into 
the Whitman, but aside from these no mill 
made any real show of running, and these 
two soon shut down. There are nine cor- 
porations operating eighteen mills involved 
in the strike. The cutdown is uniform all 
over the city, 10 per cent. To state the 
average weekly wages of each mill would be 
impossible, as the figures are not available, 
but, spekking in the general, basing the total 
pay-roll at $70,000, which is probably fair, 
and the number of striking operatives at 
9,000, the general average would be $7.77. 

The Pierce mill did not make the least 
pretense of running its machinery and was 
closed as tight as a drum shortly after the 
usual hour for starting. The Whitman mill 
set some of its machinery in motion at the 
accustomed time and furnished work in the 
clothroom, weaving, and ring spinning de- 
partments for some twenty-five or thirty 
operatives. Nearly the whole of the strik- 
ing mill hands gathered in front of the mill 
and left with shouts of derision shortly after 
the few wheels began to revolve. 


Some Show of Strife. 


It was at the Acushnet mill that the only 
thing like real strife occurred, and this 
Was precipitated by the thoughtless act of 
one of the office assistants. The operatives 
had gathered in large numbers in front of 
the mills, and were good-natured enough, 
only jeering when anyone attempted to 
enter the mill gates. At this time John W. 
Knowles, a nephew of Joseph F. Knowles, 
the treasurer of the Acushnet and Hatha- 
way, and a clerk of the office of the Acush- 
net, noticing that the crowd in front of tho 
office was barring the passageway, went out 
among them and requested them to keep a 
path clear. 5 

We expect Mr. Knowles very soon,“ 
young Knowles is reported as saying, and 
when he comes he will be able to settle this 
business for vou.“ 

It is claimed for the Acushnet mills by tlie 
operatives that it is here that the weavers’ 
fines system has been pushed to a point al- 
most beyond endurance and the assembled 
crowd was in no mood to receive such a re- 
quest as had been made. 

Weill settle him when he shows up.“ 
shouted an angry weaver, and stooping, he 
picked up a lump of frozen earth, which he 
threw at the clerk’s head. This action was 
the signal for others, and a twinkling Mr. 
Knowles was the center of a storm cloud of 
missiles, several of which narrowly escaped 
him. At the same time the crowd com- 
menced to jostle him, and he was glad to 
escape into the mill. 


As Viewed in Boston. 

Boston, Mass., Jan. 17.—[Special.]—A re- 
duction in the wages of about 125,000 opera- 
tives employed in nearly 150 cotton mills in 
New England, which the manufacturers de- 
cided upon as a temporary remedy for the 
widespread depression in the cotton goods 
industry of the North, went into effect in a 
majority of the mills this morning. At sev- 
eral of the mill centers—namely: New Bed- 
ford, Biddeford, Saco, and Lewiston, Me., 
dissatisfaction among the mill hands is in- 
tense. 

The situation in New Bedford is viewed 
from a very gloomy light by the business- 
men of that city, many of whom have not 
altogether recovered from the depression 
which followed the failure of six mill cor- 
porations last spring. The strike was begun 
in spite of the efforts of these men, of the 
pulpit, of the city, of the Board of Trade, 
and the State Board of Arbitration, to bring 
about a settlement. The operatives are ad- 
vocating the abolition of the fining systems 
in addition to restoration of wages. 

The 3.200 employés at the Laconia and 


Pepperell mills in Biddeford, Me., refused 


to go to work this morning undér the new 
schedule, and it is thought the strike there 
will not be settled easily. A portion of the 
working force at the York mills at Saco 
joined the employés of the Laconia and 
Pepperell corporation, and there is a possi- 
bility that those mills will also be closed. 
The Androscoggin ‘mills in Lewiston and 
the King Philip plant in Fall River were 
handicapped by a strike of a number of 
the hands, and the Queen City mills of 
Burlington, Vt., are closed on account of a 
strike which followed the posting of notices 
of a reduction. : 


Idle at Fitchburg. 

‘at Fitchburg the 225 in the Nockege cot- 
ton print mills are out of work 
today as the result of a cut of 
6 per cent, which went into effect 
this morning. It was unsatisfactory, and 
the eighty weavers struck, closing the mill. 
The rest of the hands were willing to work, 
and it was announced that the mill would 
be shut down unless the cut was accepted. 
On the same day a cut went into effect at 
the big Amoskeag corporation of Man- 
chester, the Naumkeag mills at Salem, the 
China, Webster, and Pembroke milis at 
Suncook, N. H., and a number of towns in 
Worcester County. The Fall River mills 
employ about 27,000, the Amoskeag 9,000, 
and the others, which accepted the new 
scale at the first of the year, about 5,000 
hands. 

The reduction today affect the cotton 
mills of Maine, Rhode Island, Connecticut, 
the mills of New Bedford, Lowell, and a 
large number of smalled centers in this 
State, and New Hampshire. The Atlantic 
and Pacific corporations of the Lawrence, 
and probably the other cotton mills there, 
and in one or two places elsewhere, wiil 
make about 80,000 persons come under the 
new rate of wages. The cut amounts to 
about 10 per cent in many places, but in sev- 
eral centers it is 11 1-9 per cent, and even 
higher, while in a few small mills it is only 
about 5 per cent. 

Overproduction, the keen competition of 
the South, low prices, and a generally demor- 
alized cotton goods market are said to be 
the leading causes which are assigned for 
the attack on the wage schedule. Many 
manufacturers claim that a decrease in 
the cost of production will greatly improve 
the situation, while others deny that the cut 
down will do any good. The poiicy of most 
manufacturers seems to be in the direction 
of keeping the mills running during the win- 
ter months at least, the objection to a shut- 
down being based on the theory that it 
would have no other effect than to increage 
the production in the South.

. PLOSION OF NATURAL GAS, 


Twelve Persons Are in the Place at 
the Time—Five Are Injured, bat 
Nene Seriously—Piate Glass Win- 
dows Blown Across the Street 
Guests Thrown to the Floor and 
Covered with Shelves, Pies, and 
Fruit—Less Covered by Insurance. 


King’s restaurant, 112 and 114 Fifth ave- 
nue, was wrecked by an explosion of natural 
gas at 11 o’clock last night. Twelve per- 
sons were in the place at the time, and al- 
though all of them were hurled down and 
some ot them thrown several feet by the 
force of the explosion, no one was seriously 
hurt. Three of the waiters were cut by 
broken glass, and a passerby was thrown 
into the street and considerably bruised. 
The injured were: 

Blackwell, J. C., proprietor of Pike House, Chenoa, 

III.; blown into street and bruised about head 


and body. 

Carter, William, waiter; hands and face cut. 

Jackson, Bert, waiter, 206 Ontario street; cut about 
face and shoulders by broken glass. ' 

Peonta, Frances, 10 Fry street, kitchen girl; cut 
on neck and face and hands burned. 

Newman, Arthur, cook; face and hands slightly 

Read, J. C., 757 Garfield boulevard; sitting at a 
table at time of explosion; hurled against the 
wall and brutsed about head and back. 

Rislick, John; slight cuts. 

Wtoisiejewski, Mary, kitchen girl; hair singed and 
body bruised by flying débris; not serious. 

At the time of the accident eight people 
were dining in the restaurant. Some of 
them were at the tables and others sitting 
at the lunch counters in the middle of the 
north room. Without warning the building 
suddenly shook, and, with a crash, the 
great plate glass windows in front went fly- 
ing in small pieces across the street and 
everything and everybody in the restaurant 
was hurled to the floor. The noise of the 
explosion was heard as far as the Sherman 
House, where Charles King, the proprietor 
of the restaurant, was dining with the Old 
Time Printers’ association. A minute later 
he was told of the accident and hurried over 
to find his place of business in ruins. 

The force of the explosion was so great 
that the heavy tops of the lunch counters 
were blown loose and fell several feet away. 
Of the five plate glass windows in the front 
of the restaurant all except one, which was 
badly cracked, were broken into bits and 
blown across the street. 

Waiters and guests went to the floor to- 
gether, and on top of them camedishes, pies, 
bunches of fruit, and shelves from the lunch 


counters. The cigar cases were overturned, 


the big coffee and tea urns were turned bot- 
tom up by the windows, ten feet away, and 
orange boxes pitched across the room as 
though they were golf balls. 

The explosion occurred in two places ci- 
multaneously. The main explosion was under 
the main entrance to the restaurant, and the 
other was some ten feet back under the lunch 
counters. It is thought there was a leak in 
the natural gas pipe and that the gas was 
ignited by a live electric wirs. 

An alarm was turned in and a battalionof 
fire engines responded, with Chief Swenie in 
command. The wounded waiters were car- 
ried to the back of the restaurant, and their 
injuries cared for, while the guests who had 
been injured were all able to go home without 
assistance. / 

Alice Wright, the cashier, was standing 
almost immediately over the place of the 
main explosion and only a few feet from the 
shattered windows, but escaped unhurt. 

The loss is $6,000, fully covered by insur- 
ance. 

A frame shanty in front of the building at 
19 Keith street, in which a fire threatened to 
ignite 1,500 pounds of blasting powder Sun- 
day night was destroyed by fire last evening. 
The blaze originated from an unknown 
cause. The powder had been removed to a 
safe distance and the flames did not spread 
beyond the shed.

No General Rate of Interest. 

Mr. Gage said it would be impossible in 
this country to have a general rate of inter- 
est, as prevailed in England, where the Bank 
of England fixed the rate. Here it varied in 
the many States, under statutory law, and 
the banks of the country had never been able 
to coalesce on a ruling rate of interest. Mr. 
Fairchild, in turn, explained that the rate of 
the Bank of England was governed by the 
market rate, which eompelled the estab- 
lishment of the bank rate. To this extent 
London and New York were on the same 
basis, each interest rate being responsive to 
the market and the law of supply and de- 
mand. 8 

Further questions brought from Mr. Falr- 
child the statement that one of the effects of 
a raise in interest was to check the demand 
for gold, and this was the experience of the 
Bank of England. Mr. Fowler asked if 6 
per cent rate of interest would not almost in- 
variably stop the flow of gold from this 
country. Mr. Fairchild thought it would, if 
the gold standard was in operation. 

Mr. Gage responded to another extended 
question that confidence depended on the as- 
surance of coin redemption. Referring to the 
endless chain process, Mr. Gage said it 
was a figure of speech applying to all 
| financial operations where obligations came 
in and went out ina circle. So long as the 
obligations were met the operation was not 
a horrible thing, but was right and necessary. 
Mr. Fairchild assented to this, saying this 
circle by which redemption was accomplished 
was essential in banking, but that the evil 
lay in the fact that the government had not 
the banking facilities to make this redemp- 
tion absolutely regularand certain. Lacking 
these facilities, fear was inspired and the de- 
mand for gold increased.

A heavy vote is expected, as the election 
appears to have stirred up every one of the 
members, who, in spite of the signal service 
man’s predictions for foggy weather, will no 
doubt be out in force.

The 
Crescent Athletic club of Brooklyn, which is 
much smaller than the C. A. A., gives $6,000 
every year for that purpose, and the Knick- 
erbocker adds an amount far in excess of 
the C. A. A. The Amateur Athletic union 
gives the Chicago Athletic association all 
due praise for the lifting of amateur ath- 
letics during the last year, and the cherry 
circles have gained a considerable ampunt 
of prestige by thé efficient way in which 
they handled the different sports during 
their season. They have gained a position 
second to none other, and have expended less 
money by doing it than any other organka- 
tion of which I have any knowledge. Asa 
member of the C. A. A. Iam absolutely stre 
that the sentiment of a great number of 
members is in favor of a similar campaign 
to that which was so successful in 1897. 

“Any club of the importance of the C. A. 
A. that encourages amateur athletics in all 
its branches is sure to retain its position 
The Eastern colleges have nothing but words 
of praise for the athletics of the cherry cir- 
cle, and the Yale News in one of its recent 
issues comes out with a statement paying 
high tribute to the Chicago Athletic club.

ROUTE FOR ANNUAL CHICAGO ROAD 
RACE NAMED. 


Associated Cycling Clubs Hold a Fall 
Meeting at the Sherman House—An- 
nual Elections to Be Held Next Fri- 
aay Night—Run to the National Meet 
ot the L. A. W. at Indianapolis ts 
Planned — Wheelmen After Alder- 


man Kahler’s Scalp. 


Associated Cycling Clubs of Chicago 
will ‘bold their annual] road race this year 
over the Wheeling course according to the 
decision reached last night at the regular 
meeting of the association at the Sherman 
House. John Siman of the Pizens and A. T. 
Heywood of the Washington Wheelmen, 
who had charge of the race last year, were 
appointed as a committee to make arrange- 
ments and secure permits again this year. 

A committee of five was ordered appointed 
to look into the route and arrange details 
for a run of the association to Indianapolis 
to attend the national meet of the League 
of American Wheelmen that is scheduled for 
that city during tho first week in August. 
The committee will be appointed after the 
election of officers for the coming year. 

The run to Indianapolis is to occupy three 
days. It is the plan to arrange entertain- 
ments of some sort in the towns on the route 
where the cyclists stop over night, ingwhich 
the wheelmen as well as the townsmen can 
take part. It was not decided whether to go 
as clubs or as a division of thé L. A. W. 


Annual Elections Friday. 


The annual election of officers of the A. C. 
C. will be held next Friday night and the 
new President will have the appointment of 
several committees that were left to him to 
name for the reason that they must do their 
work under him and be responsible to him. 

F. W. Moulton made a motion to appeint 
a committee of five to arrange for an annual 
encampment of the clubs, and after much 
discussion it was adopted. Some of the del- 
egates thought the matter of the encamp- 
ment could be laid over until after the elec- 
tion of officers. Moulton and others urged 
instant action in view of the fact that the 
encampment proposed for last year was not 
a success on account of the briefness of the 
time given the committee that had charge 
of the arrangements. This committee Mull 
be appointed by the new President. 

John Siman announced that the West Park 
board was prepared to do the right thing by 
the wheelmen this year. According to Mr. 
Siman a motion will be introduced at the 
next meeting of the Park board arranging 
for the purchase and erection of a tent for 
the knights of the wheel on Decoration day. 
This tent will have a seating capacity of 
5,000 and will be at the disposal of the cy- 
clists whenever they have use for it. The 
board will also provide, it is said, for the 
erection of a grand stand for,the annual 
races, and thus save a big item of expense to 


the clubs. 


W. H. Arthur and W. F. Reed were ap- 
pointed a committee by Chairman Fisher 
to secure meeting places for the associa- 
tion. The amendment proposed at the pre- 
vious meeting by E. H. Eckland providing 
that only those should be elected to office 
in the association who were present at the 
meeting at which they were nominated ‘or 
had otherwise signified their intention to 
acept the office was laid on the table pend- 
ing the election of new officers. This pro- 
posed amendment also provided that all 
members eligible to election as officers must 
have attended a majority of the meetings 
of the association during the previous year. 

A motion to provide delegates with a card 
testifying to their attendance upon the 
meetings of the association met the fate 
of the proposed amendment and will come 
up under a new régime. 


After Kahler’s Scalp. 


The association upon the recommendation 
of Chairman Fisher, paid its respects to 
Alderman Kahler of the Twelfth Ward in 
the shape of a motion pledging the Alderman 
the full opposition ot the cyclists of his ward 
when he seeks reblection. 

According to the statement made by Mr. 
Fisher in the above recommenda- 
tion the offending Alderman played traitor 
to the pledges he made in regard to the 


making of East Jackson street into a bou- 


levard. ‘“‘ Alderman Kahler,“ de@ared Mr. 
Fisher, “ at his own request came before the 
mass-meeting of wheelmen that was called 
to urge upon the Council the advisability 
of boulevarding this street and openly 
pledged his support to bring about that 
end. When the matter came up in the 
Council the Alderman went back on his 
pledges and voted with the foes of the bou- 
levard. Every wheelman ought to oppose 
him, and a start ought to be made at once 
before he is nominated.” 

Many of the delegates spoke in the same 
strain and thought the offending Solon 
should be made to feel the weight of the 
wrath of the offended cyclists in a substan- 
tial way. 

It was accordingly decided unanimously 
to work tooth and nail for the defeat of the 
Alderman. 


BATTLE OF RIVAL TRACK MEN. 


Ambrose Park Refuses to Join the Na- 
tional Association and Will Or- 
. ganize Another Body. 


New Tork. Jan. 17.—[Special.]—Ambrose Park. 
the National Cycledrome, New York, was asked to 
join the National Cycle Track Owners’ association 
and refused peremptorily. Manager Morgan of 
the Cycledrome could see no advantage in tak- 
ing membership in the association after the dates 
had been parcelled out to the regular tracks of the 
association, the best New York dates being given 
to a rival track in New York. The battle of the 
tracks will now be inaugurated, as Mr. Morgan is 
in correspondence with eight other tracks on 
which he will show the many foreign and American 
attractions for which he is now making arrange- 
ments. 

The new association promises to be quite as pow- 
erful as the National Cycle Track Owners’ asso- 
clation, and as many tracks will ultimately be 
controlled, Mr: Morgan spoke of the matter to- 
day: We may form a rival association.

Wins an Easy Victory 
the Billiard Tourney. 


‘NAPOLEON’ IN GOOD FORM 


Big Crowd Turns Out to See the 
Opening Match. 


HIGH RUN OF 132 IS MADE. 


Ives set a high mark for the billiard ex- 
perts to shoot at in this week’s handicap 
tournament at Central Musk Hall, when he 
defeated Catton last night 400 to 98 and 
averaged 28 4-7, with two runs of over a hun- 
dred, one being 132 and the other 105. 

The opening of the tournament attracted 
a well-dressed crowd, including many wom- 
en, that filled the lower section of the house, 
the galleries being almost empty. While 
billiard fanciers who frequent the billiard 
halls about town were in a majority among 
the spectators, it was apparent that many 
were present who were comparatively un- 
familiar with the game, and had not seen 
the experts perform before. They looked 
on with wondering eyes while Ives manipu- 
lated the ivories, and while the applause was 
not as enthusiastic as has been heard at 
such matches, keen interest was manifested 
throughout. 

Dorsey Patton Introduced the players, pre- 
luding it with quite a speech eulogistic of 
billiards in general and Messrs. Ives, 
Schaefer, Catton, Spinks, and Sutton in par- 
ticular. He made a miscue in saying that 
in the present game but one shot was allowed 
without driving the bell across the balk line, 
but promptly chalked up when Referee John 
Matthews corrected him sotto voce. 

Players, referee, and marker all appeared 
in evening dress. Ives and Catton discarded 
their swallow tails for short jerseys before 
starting to play. On Ives’ left hand glittered 
a pair of diamonds that reflected Edison 
beams clear up to the ceiling. 


Catton Out of Form. 


Catton was away in quarter-horse fashion, 
being even up with the Napoleon in his 
sixth inning, but after that he slackened 
his pace. The Rock Island man was clearly 
out of form. He met with misfortune in his 
third inning, when he committed a foul on 
an easy shot, failing to get his cue out of 
tite way of the ball on a kiss-back from the 
cushion. 

Ives was several shots in gauging the 
speed of the cushions, being inclined to 
send the balls short on his first two or three 
drives across the table. On the sHoot for 
the lead his ball failed by several inches 
of returning to the rail, Catton doing only 
a little better and choosing the black ball 
with which to begin play. Billy started 
off well, executing the opening shot well 
and running along until on his eleventh 
effort he found the cue ball disagreeably 
close to a white neighbor, requiring a dif- 
cult single cushion shot that he missed. 

Ives essayed to follow down the side rail, 
but failed to connect. Then William 
cracked out one, encountering a lineup, 
from which he missed an attempted kiss 
shot. 

Ives found them nice and proceeded to bus- 
‘ness. He soon gauged the cushions, and 
aside from an occasional lineup, which 
forced him to massé or execute a cushion 
shot, he kept them well under control until 
he had cracked out half a century. He 
used his left hand with almost as much 
skill as his right, and as of old his wonder- 
ful draw shot—spreads, straights, short, 
and long—were his main stock in trade. 

At 19 he found himself banked up close 
to the red, but a slashing single cushion 
shot brought them all together. At 28 he 
made a beautiful two-cushion drive with 
heavy reverse english and the crowd gave 
him a round of applause. After counting 


he had great difficulty in getting at them. 


Slips on the Carpet. 


He slipped two or three times on the car- 
pet (a difficulty that he experienced several 
times during the game) and finally missed. 
Catton was doing well when he committed a 
foul, but the ivories lined up for Ives after 
one count and he missed a try at his remark- 
able jump shot. 

Catton followed with 11, Ives with'2, and 
Catton scored a cipher. Then Frank got be- 
hind the ball, close to the rail, in a three- 
cushion effort, and Catton proceeded to tie 
the score with a run of 20. Ives failed after 
8 and Catton once more failed to count. Ives 
registered 24 and missed an easy draw. 

The Rock Island man failed on a single- 
cushion effort after accumulating 14. Ives 
made some pretty shots in a run that ended 
with 16. Then Catton got 2 and Ives dd the 
same. Catton made 17 and missed a long 
draw. 

Here Ives started in on his run of the 
evening. After a lot of work at the upper 
end of the table he found it necessary to 
execute a long spread draw to the side rail. 
The cue ball missed its object by a hair, 
but just then the first object ball came along 
and obligingly bumped them together, this 
being the only scratch ot the evening. 

Some line play half way down the table, 
a session toward the lower rail, and then a. 
gradual return to the head of the table, 
found the beardless wonder approaching the 
100 mark. A big demonstration greeted the 
100th shot, the balls being then in perfect 
position, across the line at ‘the upper right 
corner. Another visitation was made to the 
lower end of the table, where Ives made a 
beautiful three-cushion shot, secyring per- 
fect position near the center of the end rail. 


Beats New York Record. 


Three shots later Ives missed an easy 
single cushion attempt, after scoring 132, 
excelling his New York record by two. 

Catton made 1, Ives 2, and Catton 0. Then 
Ives got in his run of 105. A great part of 
the time he had the ivories well under con- 
trol, encountering few hard shots, driving 
with almost rfect accuracy for position 
and occasiona executing massés. At 81 
he made the hardest massé of the evening, 
having to reach over the table, and being 
placed in the most awkward position for 
good execution. He finally fell down on a 
draw, needing only 50 more points. 

Catton’s case was hopeless, and besides 
he had a hard shot, which he missed. Ives 
ran 31 and missed a spread draw. His fifth 
shot was an excellent bank, the object balls 
being some distance from the lower rail, 
close together, and at an angle from the 
cushion. 

Catton could get only 3 and then Ieee ran 
the game out rt with 19 ee Score:

GREENBACKS COST THE GOVERNMENT 
NOTHING. 

Tus Taru has stated that the green- 
backs have cost the government nothing 
since it began redeeming them in gold in 
January, 1879. 

The Journal admits that they cost nothing 
between 1878 and 1894, but claims that 


they have been a source of some expense 


since then. It states its point in this 


language: | | 

Let's see. Cleveland sold over two hundred 
and sixty-two million of bonds to replenish the 
gold reserve. Two forces operated to deplete this 
reserve. one the Treasury deflicit, the other the 
greenbacks. Of the two the former was the most 
rapid devourer of gold. According to the Trib.'s 
own figures, President Cleveland. having, under 
the law. access to the gold reserve for either vur- 
pose, devoted one hundred and eighty-six millions 
of dollars to the expenses of the government. 
The remainder of the proceeds of the bond sale 
was devoted to keeping the reserve above the 


danger point. hy 

Thus the Journal admits that 186 mil- 
lions of dollars out of the proceeds of the 
bonds sold by Cleveland were to defray 
government expenses caused by deficiencies 
of revenue, but it-contends that bonds to 
the amount of 76 millions must have been 
sold purely on account of the greenback 
redemptions. : 

It must not overlook the fact that since 
Cleveland went out of office there has 
accrued a further large deficiency of rev- 
enue which has disturbed and depleted 
the balances of money in the Treasury. 
Congressmen in Washington are not anxious 
to make this fact known, as it exposes 
their own doless, shiftless way of attending 
to their business. 

Let's see whether the greenbacks 
have really cost even as much as the in- 


terest on 76 millions ot bonds. 


If a man takes *o the Treasury a $19 
greenback or $10,000 or a million dollars in 
those notes for the purpose of having them 
redeemed in gold, be must first hand over 
the legal tender ndtes before he receives 
the gold. 4 

For every gold dollar the Treasury pays 
out it must receive a legal tender paper 
dollar or the accouats will not balance. 
Doubtless the Journpl will admit that fact. 
As much greenback money must come 
into the Treasury as gold goes out. 

The E. J. will &ertainly admit also 
that in such act of redemption there is 
no loss to the people, The government in 
redeeming a greenback simply pays ofl 
a non-interest beari debt of old stand- 
ing. It has had for a long time the use 
of the money represented by the legal 
tender note and has paid nothing for such 
use. 2 
But those evidences of indebtedness are 
as useful for all business purposes after 
redemption as they wyre before. Since the 
people prefer them ti gold for all ordinary 
transactions, the government can use the 
rédeemed notes over again in the payment 
of officeholders’ salafes or the purchase of 
supplies, or for pensipns, or for army and 
navy, ete. It can buy just as much with 
those notes as it can with gold coin paid 
out to redeem them, for the greenbacks 
are not at a discount below gold and have 
not been since 1878, twenty years ago. 
In fact their greater convenience makes 
them often preferred to gold coin. 

Since the redeemed greenbacks on the 
endless chain are as valuable as the unre- 
deemed greenbacks, what use should the 
Treasury make of redeemed notes it has on 
hand? Evidently it should exchange them 
for gold if the redemption reserve seems to 
be decreasing. It should buy with those 
notes gold bullion, obtained at our mines, or 
foreign coins. It should offer to bankers 
throughout the country to exchange green- 
backs for gold, and pay the express charges 
on fetching and returging the money. Mil- 
lions of gold would then pour into the 
Treasury. a 

If there is such a sudden and imperative 
demand for gold as to exceed for the mo- 
ment the capacity of these sources of sup- 
ply gold coin bonds should be sold for gold. 
But for the increased quantities of gold 
paid out in redeeming greenbacks increased 
quantities of greenbgcks will be paid into 
the Treasury. Is not that self-evident? 
Then these redeemed greenbacks can be 
used in buying gold bullion from the mines 
or in exchanging with the bankers for gold. 
If the demand seems to continue in excess 
of the supply then these surplus green- 
backs in the Treasury can be used in the 
repurchase of bonds at their market price. 
The difference between the selling and the 
buying price of bonds will not exceed a 
small commission for the broker, and he 
will sell those purchased bonds for gold. 
Then the greenback will again be out in 
circulation, and there will be no money 
stringency. No banking system can oper- 
ate as nicely or inexpensively for the public 
as this greenback endless chain, 

There is no good financial sense in dis- 
turbing or agitating this smooth working 
system. Only one amendment of the law 
is needed, and that is to make the bonds 
payable, principal and interest, in gold coin, 
and then there never can be the slightest 
difficulty in obtaihing gold to keep the re- 
serve plentifully supplied. Our evening 
neighbor can now suyely see that there is 
practically no expense attending the main- 
tenance of gold redemption of legal tender 
greenbacks. 


— 


AN OFT ASKED GREENBACK QUESTION. 

The question is often asked, What did 
Cleveland do with his redeemed green- 
bucks?” At the closé of March, 1893, the 
Treasury held 23% millions in legal tender 


notes. At the close of January, 1894, it 


held 19 millions. But during those ten 
months legal tender notes to the amount of 
50 millions had been redeemed in gold and 
the gold reserve had dropped from 107 mil- 
Jions to 6544 millions; Here was a decline 
of money on hand r over 42 millions of 


‘What became, people ask again, of the 
redeemed greenbacks? Why were not 
they used to buy gold to replenish the re- 
serve? Because Cleveland used them with 
which to pay the current expenses of the 
government caused by a deficiency of rev- 
enue, 5 
Finally he sold bonds to get the gold 
to replenish the depleted reserve. What 
did he do with the greenbacks redeeméd 
with the gold obtained by the sale of bond¢? 
Did he buy back those bonds? No. He 
paid out the greenbacks to meet current 
expenses—shortages of revenue. If the 
revenues had been ample he would not 
have had to pay out a vent of them for that 
purpose, 


There is in the Treasury at this moment 
surplus of 135 millions over and above 
gold reserve. Of that surplus 60 mil-

increased on account of the greenbacks and 
that they had cost the government nothing. 

The Journal admits that the greenbacks 
are not responsible for 186 millions of 
bonds. If it will look a little 
will see that they are not responsible for 
the other 76 millions, not a dollar of it. 
It will see that they have cost the gov- 
ernment nothing and are the best and 
strongest currency in the world. 

But oie thing is lacking. That is for 
Congress—which has been shamefully in- 


different to its duty thus far—to declare 


that the greenbacks must be redeemed in 
gold, and all government bonds be paid 
in the same metal—that notes and bonds 
must say that on their face. 

Assuming that the Journal now sees this 
matter in the same light as Tom TRIBUNE 
does, it should unite with it in defending 
this maliciously slandered greenback cur- 
rancy. It should also try to impress on 
the Post the new light it is receiving from 
Tun Trisune. It should take in hand the 
Kohlsaat cnb with all the zeal of a new 
convert. The Journal will not be ble to 
find a better field for home missionary 
labor. 


REPEAL THE PAROLE LAW. 

The discovery of the police of this city 
that the murderers of Robert F. Gudgeon 
are paroled prisoners from Pontiac and 
Joliet has called attention to the fact that 
a large percentage of the crimes in Chicago 
is due to the pernicious activity of this 
class of miscreants, first, because release 
under parole does not interfere with the 
determination to commit crime; second, 
because Aldermen and ward politicians 
fre continually working get them re- 
Jeased, and have influence 
aside the machinery of the courts; and, 
third, because there are certain Judges who 
make a specialty of protecting criminals, 
and thus undo the work $f the police by 
bringing it to naught. 

Between the pardoning power and the 
parole power Chicago is being flooded with 
released criminals. It is doubtful if a 
worse law was ever enacted than the parole 
daw passed by the Legislature five or six 
years ago. It was born of maudlin fanati- 
¢ism. It assumed that a rotten egg could 
be made fresh; that crime was like mud. 
easily rubbed off. Its effect has been to 
increase the volume of crime. The nature of 
the wolf cannot be changed, and the sooner 
that fact is recognized the better will it 
be for all, concerned. The professional 
criminal is a permanent criminal, and a 
crimindl by choice. He is the product of 
the slums. He don’t want to work. If 
he had work he would not keep it. He pre- 
fers a dishonest to the honest method of 
making a living. He prefers the company 
of criminals to any other. His favorite 
resort is the saloon, and the all night dens. 
where crimes ‘are planned. The safest 
place for such men is the penitentiary. To 
talk of reforming or reclaiming them by 
parole is the sheerest nonsense. They 
don't want to be reformed or reclaimed; 
and all efforts to effect it are thrown 
away. It would be just as safe to catch a 
lot of wolves or tigers and let them loose 
again on parole. The minute they are out 
they would follow their natural instincts. 
It is just so with most of these criminals. 
They pay no attention to their parole 
They know that the leniency of juries and 
the indifference of many Judges will save 
them from police surveillance, and that 
even if they are again detected and arrest- 
ed they have an excellent prospect of es- 
cape. As Captain Colleran of the detective 
headquarters well puts it, “ the system in 
Cook County of pursuing and punishing 
criminals is an endless chain. We no 
gooner have one bad man out of the way 
than another equally as bad is turned loose 
by means of false sympathy to continue 
his criminal car2er.” This is an apt descrip- 
tion of the parole system. It is an endless 
chain of crime, and under its operation 
efficient police work in the suppression of 
crime is well nigh impossible. 

It is due to this system of paroling, when 
taken in connection with the leniency of 
Juries, the laxity of courts, and the in- 
fiuence of the political“ pull” that crime 
has so rapidly increased in this city, and 
that the safety of the community has been 
endangered by almost daily assaults and 
robberies on the streets, in houses and 
shops, and on the cars. The law has vir- 
tually ceased to furnish a remedy by: its 
lack of vigorous application. The whole 
business, however, must be stopped or 
some other remedy will be found like that 
once practiced in San Francisco. The first 
step towards stopping it should be the re- 
peal of the parole law. That would close 
up one prolific source of crime.

TI CRUISER Is NEEDED. 

The Senate Committee on Naval Affairs 
has reported favorably a bill appropriating 
$200,000 for the construction of a war ves- 
sel to replace the old steamship Michigan 
on the great lakes. From the fact that a 
communication from the Secretery of the 
Navy strongly favoring the measure ac- 
companied the committee’s report, it seems 
probable that a vessel, which in case of an 
emergency might be of some actual service, 
will soon be cruising on the inland waters. 

There appears to be a fear on the vart 
of the United States authorities that some- 
thing might be done that could be con- 
strued as a violation of the tresty which 
provides for the maintenance of only one 
war vessel on the great lakes. This argu- 
ment of treaty violation Hus been used time 
after éime in Washington as an excuse for 
doing nothing in the way of heving our 
navy properly represented on the bodies 
of water which find their outlet in the St. 
Lawrence River. Canada has construed 
this hesitancy on the part of the United 
States to float a first class cruiser on the 
lakes to absolute timidity. It has had no 
scruples itself, and, while pretending to 
keep within the letter of treaty provisions, 
it has violated the spirit of that compact in 
more instances than one. Canada has con- 
structed and launched a fleet of vessels that 
are not the less warships because they are 
spoken of as revenue cruisers or as being 
employed. in the “fisheries protection 
service.” 

There are thirteen vessels flying the flag 
ofthe Dominion or of the empire now afloat 
either in the great lakes, in the St. Law- 
rence River, or in the waters tributary 
thereto. Each of these vessels can be con- 
verted into a man-of-war at an hour's 
notice. They are allowed to pass through 
the lakes without any restriction whatso- 
ever. One of these boats, the Petrel, is 
nothing more nor less than a ram gunboat; 
another, the Constance, is armed with 
seven rapid-fire guns. The Canadians have 
stored at different points full armaments 
for all the vessels. Their crews are equal 
in seamanship and gunnery to those of any 
war vessels of like size. Ifa declaration of 
war were to come under present conditions 
these Canadian craft could lay Chicago 
unger tribute and in all human probability 
exact it before the American government 
could act. 

There is great need of a competent cruiser 
for the great lakes. There should be no 
delay in passing the necessary «ppropria- 
tion and in pusning the construction of the 
vessel to a completion. 
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“TWENTY TO om IS IMPRACTICABLE. 
Senator Wolcott of Colorado announced 
yesterday he is going to retire from the In- 
ternational Bimetallic commission. At the 
same time he thinks an international bi- 
metallic agreement is feasible, but he has 
no hopes of seeing it tried at the preposter- 
ous ratio of 16 to 1 as long as an ounce of 
gold is commercially worth more than 30 to 
1 of silver. He thinks that a ratio some- 
thing like 20 to 1 might be made to work. 

That is an impossible ratio, and if Senator 
Wolcott Would reflect seriously he could 
not help seeing it. A free silver dollar 
coined on the basis of 20 to 1 would contain 
only 56 cents’ worth of silver at present 
prices of the metal. If the United States 
and European nations were to accept free 
coinage on those terms they would all go 
to the silver standard in a hurry. 

If Senator Woleott had proposed the 
ratio of 30 to 1 he would have talked per- 
haps within the measure of possibility. A 
commercial ratio of 30 to 1 means sil- 
ver at more than a dollar an ounce. 
‘The present selling price is between 57 and 
58 cents perounce. An international agree- 
ment on the 30 to 1 basis might raise the 
value of silver to 90 cents or more in a do} 
lar of that weight. 

But an advance in price of only 8 per 
cent, as he proposes, would be followed 
by a considerable increased production of 
silver bullion from the mines. The effect 
of that would be to reduce the price of the 
metal. The silver money, notwithstanding 
its increased weight, would become less 
valuable than the gold money, and the lat- 
ter would go out of circulation in countries 
which had become parties to the agree- 
ment. 

The moment any 


European country 


which had joined the agreement saw that | 


silver was going to fall below 30 to 1 it 
would repudiate the agreement to avoid go- 
to a silver monometallic basis and losing 
its gold. The United States would be left 
in the lureh, as the Populists are anxious 
to have happen, so that they can cheat 
their creditors with cheap silver for debts 
contracted on the gold basis. 


INGALLS BELIEVESIN “sPOILS” SYSTEM. 

Ex-Senator Ingalls announces that 
“civil service has always caused trouble 
and always will until it is eventually done 
away with, which will be only a matter of 
a few years.” He talks as if he thought the 
merit system was a silly fad, which will 
run its brief course and then die out. 

It is natural that Mr. Ingalls should be 
a believer in the spoils” system. He was 
brought up in it. He practiced that sys- 
tem. It did much to keep him in the Senate 
until the rising tide of Populism swept him 
out of it. While he was Senator the 
“spoils” system was flourishing. He 
claimed and was allowed a portion of the 
federal offices in Kansas to be parceled out 
by him among his adherents. 

He relied on the purchased fealty of his 
henchmen to secure the nomination of mem- 
bers of the Legislature who would be sure 
to vote for his re@lection when his term ex- 
pired. What methods they might resort to 


to secure the nomination of such men did 


not concern him. 

The world has moved since Mr. Ingalls 
left Washington. This country is passing 
from the Jacksonian “ spoils system, with 
its intolerable evils, to the merit system. 
The ex-Senator thinks all the progress 
which has been made is but the result of 
an evanescent whim, and that there will be 
a relapse to the old methods, which were 
so useful to him. He is mistaken. The 
merit system has-come to stay, in spite of 
all the opposition of spoilsmen who are im 
office or who want to get back into office. 

Mr. Ingalls gives a reason for his un- 
friendliness to the merit system, but it is 


not the true reason. He states that “ this | 


is a government of the people, and the idea 


that a person should hold a life tenure in

As for that “ life tenure in office which 
go alarms Mr. Ingalls+-who would have 
liked a life tenure in the Senate—the merit 
system guaranteed: nothing to an office- 
holder who has ceased to be able to dis- 
charge his duties satisfactorily. But as 
long as he does do hie work well why should 
he be dismissed when there is a change of 
party or when the bosses of one party have 
been replaced by another set of bosses of 
the same party.

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INDIA PRACTICALLY ON THE GO1.D BASIS . 

The monetary system of India is on a 
gold basis at last, for the rupees, thanks 
to the limitation on their coinagé, ha ve 
advanced in value until fifteen of tbeiu are 
worth a sovereign, or 16 pence apiece. g * fith 
silver bullion at 58 cents an ounce a rupee 
is worth intrinsically 20 cents. They Have 
attained in India a purchasing power of 
32 cents. That is what the Indian goveru- 
ment looked forward to when it closed the 
mints in 1898. 

By the legislation of that year provision 
was made for the receipt of gold coin 
and bullion at the mints in exchange for 
rupees at a ratio of 16 pence per rupee; 
the receipt of sovereigns in payment of 
government dues at the rate of fifteen rupees | 
for a sovereign; and the issue of currency 
notes in India in exchange for gold eoin 
or bullion at the rate of one government 
rupee for 16 pence. 

But as the rupee was worth much less 
than 16 pence in 1893 and for a long time 
thereafter, nobody exchanged gold for 
rupees, or paid taxes in gold, or deposited 
that metal, taking in exchange ¢urrency 
notes. The value of the rupee has kept on 
advancing until it has reached gold par f 
and the currency can be said now to be ona } 
gold basis. 

At the present rates of exchange on India 
in London it is profitable to ship gold there 
on the basis of fifteen rupees for a sovereign 
and gold shipments were about to be made, 
Then the Indian government decided to 
issue in India gold currency notes based 
on that gold which is at present on de- 
posit in London, but which soon will be 
transported to India and put on deposit 
there as security for the notes. 

These currency notes will circulate freely 
because they will not be worth any more 
than the rupee as long as the latter re- 
tains its present artificial value of 16 pence. 
Gold and silver will circulate concurrent- 
ly on the basis of the ratio fixed in 1893. 

The legislation of that year having proved 
a suecess, what an absurd piece of busi- 
ness it was for Senator Wolcott to ask 
that all which had been accomplished in 
India be thrown away by reopening the 
mists to the free coinage of silver. 

At present India has a currency with a 
stable value. Those who make contracts 
in it know what they are to give or re- 
cave. The reopening of the mints would 
reduce the purchasing power of the rupee 

rom 32 cents to 20 cents, and the value of 
that coin would become even less as the 
bullion value of silver declined. 

It is no wonder that the Indian govern- 
ment protested energetically against com- 
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1” proposition. He should have known 
better than to make it. 
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Ir is unfortunate just at this time that the 
name of Civil Engineer Menocal, who has 
been prominently connected as government 
engineer with the Nicaragua Can project, 
should be mixed up in a questionable man- 
ner with the frauds recently shown to have 
been perpetrated in connection with the re- 
pairs of the government dry dock at the 
New York navy yard. Menocal, who has 
been identified with the Nicaragua Canal 
enterprise more or less prominently since 
it came under the control of the Maritime 
Canal company—having furnished the fig- 
ures upon which have been based the gov- 
ernment estimates of the cost of the work 
is now in Nicaragua with a party of engi- 
neers and contractors from this city, look- 
ing over the route of the canal. It is said 
that he will be ordered home early next 
month to undergo trial by court-martial at 
Brooklyn to determine his share of responsi- 
bility for the dry dock scandal. This part 
of the affair grows out of the fact that after 
an expenditure of $100,000, appropriated at 
the late special session of Congress for the 
repair of the dock, the work (which was 
performed under the direction of Engineer 
Menocal) has proved an utter faflure. The 
government suffered much discredit a few 
months ago by being compelled to send one 
of its war vessels to the British dry dock 
at Haltfax, Nova Scotia, for repairs, and 
the appropriation for the work at the New 
York navy yard was intended to avoid this 
necessity in future.

Tun death of the Hon. Benjamin Butter- 
worth, which occurred at Thomasville, Ga., 
on Sunday last, terminates the career of one 
who has been conspicuous in the affairs of 
his native State and the nation fora quarter 
of a cenftry.

The new measure disregards the section o! 
the Compton bill taxing the mortgagee and 
the equity as well, because the committee en- 
tertains serious doubts of the legality of the 
proposition, as there are several decisions 
of the federal court in opposition thereto. 

Cook County is to have a board of three 
Assessors, to be elected at the county election 
this fall. A board is to be appointed by the 
County Judge, President of the County board, 
and the Appellate Court, to act until those 
elected this fall qualify for the place. The 
county towns outside of Chicago get one As- 
essor and the city two. 

In counties of 200,000 population the Board 
of Review is to consist of three members, one 
appointed by the County Judge, one by the 
Appellate Court, and the third by the Presi- 
dent of the County board. In counties of 
less population the County Clerk, the Presi- 
dent of the County board, and some resi- 
dent citizen appointed by the County Judge, 
comprise the board. In all counties except 
Cook the Township Assessor is left alone. 
In counties of less than 200,000 population 
the County Treasurer is supervisor of as- 
sesements, standing between the Board of 
Assessors and the Board of Review. The 
committee bill on the question of the jurisdic- 
tion of the officer in Cook County follows the 
verbiage of the Senate bill. 

Property-owners are required, under a 
penalty, to sign and swear to schedules. 
Refusals so to do must be noted, under pen- 
alty, by the Assessor. The Assessor is re- 
quired in case of refusal on the part of an 
owner to make an oath, to ascertain the 
value of the property and to add 50 per cent 
of its value to it. 

The double column provision in the Sen- 
ate bill is disregarded. The House bill de- 
clares in favor of assessment of all property 
at its fair cash value at voluntary sale. 

The committee believes that a limit of a 
tax levy for all purposes to one-fifth would 
prevent, in the larger cities, a heavy in- 
debtedness on an increased valuation. 

These are the main features of the bill. 
It will not get through the House without 
a determined fight.

Professes Repentance. 


Friday he professed religion, and last night 
he began sinking, and the end came this 
morning at 3:30. During the night he had 
deen conscious but a short time. About 2 
o'clock this morning he talked in a rambling, 
unintelligible manner, and then lapsed again 
into unconsciousness. He was then left 
alone. About 3:30 a bell boy passed the room 
and saw Berry grasping blindly before him. 
He called to Night Clerk Jackson, who ran 
up-stairs and felt the dying man’s pulse. It 
beat four times and ther ceased. 

Berry was enjoying the last end of his big 
inhéritance when he reached here. He died 
literally without a cent in the world, after 
having spent many thousands in a few 
months. 

The police, who have been holding a war- 
rant against Berry, charging him with car- 
rying concealed weapons, are now interest- 
ing themselves in a different and more se- 
rious phase of his case. They believe Berry 
did not fall off the porch on New Year's 
morning, but that he was first robbed and 
then thrown from the platform. 


His Career at Mount Vernon. 


Mount Vernon, III, Jan. 17.—[Special.]— 
James E. Berry, the eccentric tramp mil- 
lionaire, who died at the Richmond Hotel 
in Paducah, Ky., this morning, first came 
into public notice here last May, after fall- 
ing heir to a large sum ot money, besides 
valuable real estate, by the death of his 
parents at Gloversville, N. T. He came to 
Mount Vernon with a high-priced trotting 
horse, a gorgeously painted carriage, and 
so lavish a display of wealth that he was 
regarded by the wondering natives as a sec- 
ond and complete edition of Coal Ot] John- 
ny. For weeks Berry held the attention of 
Mount Vernon and vicinity. He dressed in 
the height of fashion and bore himself as 
the king of dudes. His favorite pastime was 
driving about the city in a four-horse car- 
riage, both vehicle and team covered with 
choice cut flowers. 

‘Shortly after he blossomed out here he 
married Miss Sadie Miller of this city, but 
the union was not a happy one, and after a 
honeymoon lasting less than a week, Berry 
deserted his wife, who brought suit for 
divorce. The action is pending. It is re- 
ported that not only will Mrs, Berry claim 
her full share of her late husband's property, 
but will in addition bring suit against the 
City of Paducah for damages for the injuries 
he sustained in a fall there which resuited 
in his death.

(spelled Ralegh throughout Major Humes 
book) should be chosen as the first In the 
series of makers of greater Britain, for he 
was the first to foresee the value of colonies 
and of sea supremacy. To him and to Sir 
Humphrey Gilbert, more than to any 
other men, it is due that for all time to 
come the mighty continent of North Ameri- 
ca will share with England the cherished 
traditions and the virile speech to which 
Raleigh belonged.” 

Sua bes main idea Raleigh lived and died. 
„He was the apostle and the martyr ef a 
British colonial empire.“ It was this that 
made him the enemy and scourge of the 
Spaniards, and it was this that caused the 
Spaniards finally to hound him to his death. 
This controlling purpose runs like a golden 
thread through all his multitudinous ac- 
tivities, shining brightly even amid the 
dross of a character by no means ideal, yet 
intrinsically noble. 

It ts curfovs that with all his prominence 
Raleigh’s early life still remains a blank, 
and the date set as that of his birth, 1562, Is 
scarcely more than a guess. The very first, 
act that brings him out of obscurity is his 
joining his cousin, Sir Richard — — at 
in 1574, for the discovery and colorization 
of the lands which Elizabeth herself later 
dubbed Virginia. Though that enterprise 
was abortive, his rise in favor was rapid 
from that date, and we soon see him, arro- 
gant and gorgeous, systematically making 
love to the old Queen. Major Hume is in- 
clined to believe the pretty story about his 
spreading his rich cloak in the mud for 
Elizabeth to walk on. 

—— 

Major Hume draws with unflinching hand 
both the good and bad sides of Raleigh’s 
character. He says Raleigh always scorned 
and contemned the cOmmon people, and 
that in consequence he was at Elizabeth’s 
death probably the best hated man in Eng- 
land. He even hesitates to exculpate 
Raleigh entirely from the charge of play- 
ing a double game connected with a Spanish 
plot against Elisabeth's life, though he in- 
clines to the belief that Raleigh was merely

The story of Raleigh's first colony on 
Wekoken Island in 1585, and of his second 
on Roanoke Island in 1587, is entertainingly 
toh, and the biographer absolves him from 
blame for allowing the colonists finally to 
starve and be murdered by the Indians. 
Elzabeth's refusal to let her favorite leave 
her side was probably the cause of the fail- 
ure of the expedition, for Raleigh’s scheme 
was a bona fide plan for colonization, and 
not one for mere gold hunting.

PROVISIONS OF THE CONTRACT. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 17.—The United 
States Supreme Court today decided the case 
of the ukee and St. Paul rail- 
Way company, " plaintiff in error, vs. Patrick 
L. Solan, from the Iowa Supreme Court. 
The case involved the constitutionality of 
the Iowa State law rendering void any con- 
tract with a railroad company limiting liabil- 


7 5 ity in cases ot loss. Solan brought an action 


in the State courts to recover damages on 
cattle shipped over the railroad line and was 
awarded $1,000, notwithstanding his contract 
with the company limited the latter’s liabil- 


ty to $500. 


The decision of the court today affirmed 
the opinion. Justice Gray said that the law 
did not interfere with interstate commerce 
arid that the regulaiton attempted was with- 
in the province of the States. 


Policy of a Suicide Forfeited. 


Justice Harlan handed down an opinion in 
the case of A, Howard Ritter, executor of 
William M. Runk, vs. The Mutual Life In- 


x 45 surance Company of New York, involving 
tze question of whether the heirs of a man 


who commits suicide when in sound mind 
can recover an insurance policy. The court 
held that they could not. 

It appeared from the facts stated that Mr. 
Runk, a resident of Philadelphia, committed 
suicide within a year after increasing his in- 
surance to the extent of $200,000, making an 
aggregate insurance of $500,000 upon his life. 
Of the $200,000 the New York company car- 

ried $76,000, which it refused to pay on the 
° that Runk was sane when he took 
his life. It was shown in the trial court that 
he had written a letter the day before his 
death stating that it was his purpose to put 
an end to his life so that his life insurance 
money could be collected for the payment of 
his debts. 


‘Nature of the Contract. 


In deciding the case Justice Harlan said 
that when an insurance company entered 
into a contract to insure a man’s life 
neither party to the contract could be sup- 

to have suicide in contemplation and 
t was not intended in entering into such a 
contract that the life of the person insured

TENTATIVE ILLINOIS SALE. 


After the greater part of yesterday and 
last night spent in joint convention and se- 
cret caucusing by States it was evident the 
coal miners and operators were no nearer a 
settlement of their differences in regard to 
the wage scale and working agreement than 
when they began deliberating. 

The operators are unable to agree among 
themselves. The State delegations are split 
in factions and the several States are almost 
hopelessly divided on the questions of gross 
weight,”’ differentials, and wages The min- 
ers are the better organized. - 

The Illinois operators declare they never 
will pay the scale demanded by the miners 
as given in THe TRIBUNE of yesterday. They 
say the scale is too high even when based on 
a Tö-cent rate in western Pennsylvania. 

„If the miners insist on their demands,” 
said a prominent operator of Illinois, the 
convention will break up in a row.“ 

The Illinois operators have held a half 
dozen meetings to formulate a scale to be 
placed before the convention. A set of fig- 
ures was given out last night by one of the 
big mine owners as being within a fraction of 
a cent of what will be the final offer made to 
the miners of this State. The scale is based 
on the gross weight or mine run sys- 
tem.

These prices are approximately (cents 
below the miners’ new demands, and about 
4 cents above the present scale. The 
miners declare they will not consider such 
a proposition. 

A member of the operators’ Scale com- 
mittee said last night: 

The IIlinois operators have not fully de- 
cided on a scale. In fact, we are unable to 
agree finally, and shall make no further at- 
tempts until we see what the Eastern op- 
erators offer. We have fixed the differen- 
tials which will exist between the several 
Illinois fields, and have decided to make 
Danville the basis to figure from. As soon 
as the Eastern mine-owners fix their price 
Ohio and Indiana will follow, and then we 
can tell where to fix the Danville scale. 
It really depends on the Indiana scale, and 
that in turn depends on the prices paid in 
Ohio and Pennsylvania. 

As soon as we can fix on a figure for the 
Danville field the rest will be easy. We 
have agreed among ourselves that the scale 
per ton in the Streator field will be 7 cents 
above Danville; in the La Salle field 16 
cents above Streator; in the Wilmington 
field 5 cents above La Salle, or 28 cents 
above Danville. Belleville, Vernon, and the 
central portion of the State will be the same 
as Danville, and the extreme southern por- 
tion will be 4 cents less than Danville. 


Favor Abolishing “‘ Screen System.“ 
The majority of the Illinois operators are 


also agreed to abolish the “ screen system 


and put the wage scale on the “ gross 
weight” basis, as provided for by the new 
State law and demanded by the miners. 
The mine-owners in the Streator fleld and 
some other thick vein sections are bitterly 
opposed to this. The operators of the south- 
ern portion of the State say they have been 
rated too high in the operators’ scale, and 
some of them threaten to bolt the convention 
unless the figures are changed. 

The most important work of the conven- 
tion was to decide on the appointment of a 
„joint scale committee to settle the wage 
gcale for Illinois, Indiana, Ohio, and Penn- 
sylvania. The committee will be composed 
of four operators and four miners from each 
State except Illinois, which will be allowed 
five men with four votes for both miners and 
operators. Each State was allowed to select 
its own representatives.

At the close of the afternoon session the 
delegates from the Illinois Coal Operators’ 
association held a conference at their head- 


their favor and insure the passage of ‘the 
anti-scalping bill by Congress. The evidence 
produced, they say, simply shows the neces- 
sity of the enactment of such a law, and that 
when certain railroad companies wish to cut 
the rates without the danger of being pros- 
ecuted for violating the interstate commerce 
law they get around the law by letting the 
scalpers do the rate-cutting for them, When- 
ever the railroads get into a fight about rates 
some of them place stocks of tickets with the 
scalpers and give the latter the benefit of the 
reduction in the rate instead of the public. 
Thus discrimination is practiced against the 
large portion of travelers who buy their 
tickets directly from the railroads, and only 
the few who get their tickets from the scalp- 
ers are benefited. 

There are some roads, it is asserted, which 
never deal with scalpers, and these are the 
ones which are so anxious to have a law 
passed prohibiting ticket scalping, while 
those who have always found the scalpersa 
valuable aid in their rate-demoralizing prac- 
tices give it only a half-hearted support, and 
would just as soon see it defeated. 

I scalpers dealt only in forged and fraud- 
ulent.tickets,’’ said a railroad official yester- 
day, but few people would patronize them, 
but the. knowledege that most of their tick- 
ets are obtained from. railroads direct, and 
are duly honored by the conductors, though 
the name should be different from the one 
named on a mileage or other signature tick- 
et, is what enables some of the scalpers to 
do such a large and profitable business. It 
is only those who, they think, can be duped 
without danger of being prosecuted who are 
sold forged or fraudulent tickets, while those 
who are likely to make serious trouble are 
always given a straight ticket.“ 

These so-called revelations by Mr. Mc- 
Kensle,“ said another railroad official, “ will 
hurt the railroads in one thing. It will un- 
doubtedly cause amendments to be added 
punishing the railroads for selling tickets to 
anybody except bona fide travelers. It may 
also lead to thé adoption of an amendment 
prohibiting railroads from paying commis- 
sions for the sale of tickets to anybody. All 
the Western roads are paying agreed com- 
missions to ticket agents when they are at 
peace. Ifat war they pay excessive commis- 
sions sometimes, fully one-half of the price 
of the ticket. These commissions are often 
used for the manipulation of rates. Ticket 
agents to whom the commissions are paid 
are known to share their commission with 
the scalpers to help them to increase their 
ticket sales. If such a law is passed it will 
be a good thing, and will do more than any- 
thing else to wipe out ticket scalping and 
prevent the manipulation of passenger 
rates. 

— 

Some time ago J. H. Hannaford, General 
Traffic Manager of the Northern Pacific; J. 
N. Faithorn, President of the Lake Michigan 
Car Ferry company; and L. F. Day, General 
Manager of the Minneapolis and St. Louis 
were appointed arbitrators to fix differential 
rates for rail and water lines on Mexican 
traffic. A day or two ago they reached a 
conclusion which, it is believed, will be satis- 
factory to all the roads interested. The 
award is as follows: 

The through rates having been established 
from the United States territories easf of the 
Mississippi River and west of the seaboard ter- 
ritory, the differences in those rates made by 
additions and deductions, as the case may re- 
quire, shall be such as to apply all-rail in excess 
of the rail and water rates the following amounts 
in cents a 100 pounds, United States currency, 
in classes and commodities as designted—namely: 
15 cents, 11 cents, 9 cents, 6 cents, 5 cents, 6 cents, 
4 cents, 4 cents, 4 cents a 100 Com- 
modities shall take the differentials applying on 
the classes to which such commodities belong, 
based on the Western classification, with the ex- 
ceptions as applicable to the Mexican traffic in- 
volved, excepting that as to grain and grain 
products, taking flour rates or lower, the rate via 
all-rail and via rail and water shall be equal. 
In the above differential adjustment the rail and 
water routes to be at liberty to issue insured bilis 
of lading. 

The conclusion outlined above is the result of a 
careful consideration of the circumstances and 
conditions existing as developed by the written 
and oral statements and arguments submitted by 
the interested parties, supplemented by such per- 
sonal inquiry and investigation as it has been 
found practicable and expedient for the arbitrators 
to make. It is believed that the exercise of like 
diligence by the respective interests involved in 
the direction of solicitation and efforts to facilitate 
the movement of the traffic offered will, under 
this decision, produce results fair to the various 
transportation lines.

Nelson D. Parkhurst, an attorney, filed a 
bill in the Circuit Court yesterday for a re- 
ceiver for the Mexican Southeastern railroad 
company, formerly known as the Mexican 
and Guatemala Colonization and railroad 
company, incorporated in New Mexico for 
the purpose of building a railroad in old 
Mexico. The bill states that a concession 
was secured by the company from the Mex- 
ican government with a subsidy to aid in 
the building of a road from San Geronimo to 
a point near the Guatemala line, a distance 
of 175 miles.

Fire Walls Save Other Firms. 


But for the fact that heavy fire walls di- 
vide the structure into three parts, all of 
which compose the block extending from 
Quincy to Adams streets, and from Market 
street to the river bank, many wholesale 
establishments would have been burned 
out with tremendous loss. 

The fire was confined to the southern end 
entirely and many streams were directed 
from innumerable engines and the fire tugs, 
while firemen swarmed over the building 
and fought the blaze from the roof. Soon 
the flames began to run from window to 
window, cracking and chipping off great 
pieces of stone from the front. These fell 
to the street so thickly and with such force 
that the firemen were kept under a steady 
shower that threatened death to any un- 
fortunate who might be struck. Several 
men were knocked down and there was a 
number of narrow escapes, but through 
good fortune no serious accidents happened. 

The firemen worked in a dense cloud of 
smoke and mist. 

It was evident that the fire had been al- 
lowed a good start before the first alarm 
was given, and to this Chief Swenie at- 
tributes the failure of the department to 
get it under control sooner. But not a 
floor fell and none of the supports were 
weakened, At 10 o' clock the fire was under 
control. 

D. E. Humphrey, bookkeeper for Cluett, 
Cron & Co., with Charles Maliner and A. 
A. Adrian, also employés, decided to save 
the books of the firm-and went to the sixth 
fluor. They secured the books and had 
descended to the first floor when Humphrey 
teil exhausted and had to be carried from 
the building.

But the justice has about made up his 
mind, so he said, that he will issue no more 
unless the State’s Attorney directs that it 
be done.
